How the Poor Canines are Disposed of 
in Cincinnati. 


to bring the snbjeot before the citizens 
Mr. A. S. Laufe^ moved that Mr. T. 
P. Eeator be invit^ to deliver a lecture 
before the Business Men's exchange, 
and citizens generally on Monday even- 
ing, July 18, upon the subject of nat- 
ural gas, its uses, cost in the different 
ways of using to the consumer, and such 
other points as may be of interest to tho 
people. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Eeator has 
given this subject much study, his lec- 
ture, it was thought, would be of much 
interest, and it was hoped the rooms of 
the exchange would be crowded to hear 
him. 


The question of an artificial lake then 
came up and was freely discussed, the 
discussion ending in a resolution by Mr. 
J. B. Monning that a committee of five 
be appointed to interview Hon. William 
Fleming and ascertain his views in re- 
gard to the subject, and that the com- 
mittee also invite Mr. Fleming to meet 
with the exchange on Monday evening, 
July 25, and present the subject to the 
members of the exchange. 
The resolu- 
tion was adopted and the following gen- 
tlemen were appointed on the committee: 
Messrs. J. B. Monning, J. B. White, 
Fred Beach, E. C. Rurode and S. C. 
Lombard. 


The question of gravel roads is one 
that will not down, and naturally re- 
ceived some 
attention last evening. 
Messrs. Alderman, 
White, Lauferty, 
Monning and others giving their views 
on the subject of free gravel roads, in 
such vigorous terms that had the board 
of county commissioners been present 
they would undoubtedly haueordered an 
election before leaving the room.

Fifty Dollars Reward Offered for Wm. 
Koehnemau, Who is 
Missing. 


CINCINNATI, July 12.—The slaughter 
of homeless and stray dogs in this city 
has commenced and it is expected that 
before the end of September over 2,000 
canines will cease to bark, because they 
have been sent to the bone-yard. 
Last 
week the mayor appointed two 
men 
to act 
as dog-catchers, whose daty it is to cap- 
ture all unlicensed canines and impound 
them in the sheds on the banks of the 
river near the Southern Railroad bridge. 
The newly commissioned officers hired a 
wagon and went about their work ener- 
getically on the 5th of July. 
On the 
first day they secured thirty-eight vic- 
tims, for which they will receive twenty 
five cents apiece, while on Thursday and 
Friday they had such good luck that 
the pens were crowded with dogs of all 
kin^, sizes and agee. 


The laws requires that the dogs shall 
be held forty-eight hours before being 
killed. The first slaughter occurred on 
Wednesday night, and about thirty poor 
brutes were led to the bsrge of the Cin- 
cinnati Dessicating company and dis- 
patched. 
On Friday night twenty-five 
more were disposed of in the same way, 
and Saturday night the number was in- 
creased to thirty. 
It is the undoubted 
purpose of the law to kill the dogs M 
humanely as possible, but the manner in 
which the work ia done at the Cincin- 
nati pound is the most disgraceful bru- 
tality.
